the federal government is expected 
to materially strengthen the position 
of the county in its pending condem- 
nation suit against San Gabriel De- 
velopment company for title to sim- 
ilar claims now held by that organi- 
zation, the ownership of which must 
be secured before construction of the 
$25,000,000 dam cart be completed. 


Similar notice has also been serv- 


ed on the development company of- 
ficials, county officers say.

Voters of Pasadena have authorized. the 


issuance of ten million dollars in bonds by 
that city, for the purpose of building a great 
dam in the San Gabriel canyon, and to build 
an acqueduct from the dam, along the foot- 
hills, to connect with Pasadena reservoirs and 
spreading basins. 


The federal government issued a permit 


to Pasadena, which gave that city the right 
to a damsite at what is known as Pine canyon, 
or Granite Dike site, seyeral miles below the 
v site of the great flood control dam now under 
construction by the Los Angeles county-flood 
control district.

Preliminary work on the Pasadena dam 


The flood control dam will not store surplus 
water on the surface. It will hold it back for 
a period and then allow it to percolate into 
the gravels of the valley, to replenish the 
underground supply. Its function is not sur- 
face conservation. It will not retain water 
that can be caught and diverted by Pasadena's 
dam. If Pasadena builds a dam, the flood con- 
trol dam abpve it will continue to let out a 
steady flow of water, and this will be by- 
passed around the Pasadena dam and con- 
served ' in the underground gravels of the 
valley. 


JJere is the answer to this question: If 


Pasadena is allowed to divert any portion of 


must start before July first of this year, or 
this water for domestic purposes, that city can 


state rights will lapse. Therefore Pasadena 
has passed Us bond issue in time to qualify. 
Supplementing this permit is the granting to 
Pasadena by the state division of water rights 
of a provisional right to store and to divert 
a maximum of 30,000 acre feet per year of 
surplus water of the canyon, or a maximum 
of 150,000 acre feet in a period of five years. 
This permit is based on the theory that the 
Los Angeles county flood control dam above 
the Pasadena dam will produce such surplus 
water by preventing it.from wasting into the 
ocean during times of flash floods. 


There is also a verbal agreement between 


hook up additional water users, and once such 
users are hooked up to the water system they 
must, under the law, be supplied with domestic 
water forever. It is a right in perpetuity, 
based on physical human needs, health and 
the conservation of human life. In all water 
distribution this law of the use of water to 
sustain human life comes first. 


Therefore, after beginning to serve these 


additional users, Pasadena may demand and 
receive water, no matter whether it be a sur- 
plus supply, or only a greatly diminished sup- 
ply; no matter whether it is under use for 
irrigation. Domestic needs come first. This

Pasadena is in need of more domestic 


water. That city cannot expand by so much 


of the water of the canyon, and still be far 
from satisfying fully its right to 30,000 acre 
feet per year. United States geologicar^survey 
records for fifty-one, years reveal that in many 
yeajs as low as 9,000 acre feet has been the 
entire production'of water from that canypn,

as one small 'additional subdivision at the 


one community is to an extent a handicap 
placed upon all progress in the southland. 


But in this question of water, the inhabi- 


tants of southern California are in much the 
same position as that occupied by a family 
at the point of distress, when food must not 
be taken from one child to keep alive another. 
This country of the semi-arid coastal 'plain is 
never but a few days from a complete rever- 
sion to desert conditions. Not only is water 
necessary for domestic purposes', as is the case 
wherever human life is being sustained, but 
without water for plant life we must imme- 
diately move on—abandon the country to the 
qactus and the coyotes. 


All the water of the San Gabriel canyon 


has been filed on, appropriated and partitioned 
for manyy many years. The ranchers and the 
cities of the river basin from Azusa to Long 
Beach have, always used all that they could 
get of it. This so-called surface water to be 
conserved by the county flood control dam is 
purely hypothetical. It does not exist now; 
it has not existed in the past; there is no real 
statistical data to show that it will be produc- 
ed in the future. In fact, all data concerning 
the stream flow for the past fifty years goes 
to show that it will not exist. 


Then, why are the citizens and the com- 


munities of the San Gabriel valley so insistent 
that Pasadena be prevented from taking some; 
thing that will not be there when she reaches 
for it ? Why are we, in tluVim'mediate valley, 
preparing to fight Pasadena's claims thru long, 
and probably very bitter litigation in the 
courts ? If she can't get the water, why worry 
about the fact that she is foolish enough to 
spend ten million dollars trying to get it? 


in-the*manger if we did not'allow the use of 
water that we could not use, and the state 
would not allow us to refuse the right of use 
to others if we could not use it, and were never 
to be in need of it. But we cannot afford to 
sleep on either our present or future rights 
when it is common law that a domestic water 
right once granted must be satisfied in per- 
petuity, regardless of other rights. If we allow 
the thirsty camel to get his head beneath the 
tent, we, who dwell in the tent, will be forced 
out. 


Finally, the situation resolves itself into 


the question whether we, in the immediate 
San Gabriel river basin, shall grow and expand 
as communities, or whether Pasadena shall 
grow and expand at our expense. Between the 
two communities there cannot be a question 
of which is the most desirable—which shall 
be abandoned and which, shall be promoted. 
We have first and all rights to the water now. 
Pasadena has enough water for her present 
needs, and for the future if she does not ex- 
pand. The fact that she cannot expand with- 
out more water is just too bad. But should 
we give her our water, and quit? 


Assuming that this hypothetical surplus 


water is finally made a physical fact—who 
should have a better right to its use than the 
citizens of the San Gabriel river area, who at 
all times have needed if for their own expan- 
sion, and have at all times stood ready to 
use it? To kill one child to save another is 
murder. To kill one community to promote 
another has no rightful premise in common 
law. 
But the citizens of the <San Gabriel val- 


ley should remember, and dwell on the fact, 
that it has already been done in the Owens 
river valley.

For National Highways— 


A national highway system that would be the "seventh- 


wonder of the world" is provided for in a bill recently intro- 
duced in the senate by Senator Brookhart of Iowa, which 
public sentiment the country over can be counted upon to 
support. 


Eight separate national highways would be included in 


this truly national system. 


These would be established by the secretary of agricul- 


ture, thru the bureau of public roads, on the following 
routes: 


(1) From a point on the Great Lakes to a point on the 


Pacific ocean in the .state of Oregon. 


(2) From Portland, Me., to Seattle, Wash., by way of 


Chicago. 


(3) From Boston to San Francisco by way of St. Louis. 
(4) From New York to Los Angeles. 
(5) From the city of Washington, by way of Richmond, 


Va., thru the states of Tennessee and Arkansas, to a point 
in the state of Oklahoma. 


(6) From New York to Jacksonville, Fla., and from a 


point near Jacksonville to Brownsville, Tex., with a branch 
line south thru the state of Florida. 


(7) From a point on the Pacific ocean, in the state of 


Oregon, to Los Angeles, following the coastline so far as 
practicable. 


(8) From a point within twenty miles from the capital 


\ of each state to the most accessible main national highway. 


All these new highways would supplement existing high- 


way systems and would be so constructed as to be capable 
of carrying truck trains and other heavy traffic. 


To meet the cost of completing this system, which would 


include 25,000 miles of highway, traversing every part of 
the country, Senator Brookhart proposes the issue of United 
States notes up to a total of $2,000,000,000. These notes 
would be issued as heeded and would be redeemable in not 
more than thirty nor less than twenty years. 


No less an authority than Henry Ford has indorsed the 


soundness and the wisdom of this method of financing vast 
public works of this sort. 


Such a system of highways could be made to pay the cost 


of its construction and operation out of its earnings. 


Every legitimate business in the country would benefit 


tremendously by this new transportation system, 
i 
And there js no better way than f*e construction of these 


.highways would afford to reduce un' ployrhent and increase 
the earning power of the whole country. . 


Here, too, is one way to giy^e genuine help to the farmers, 


for such a competitive system of transportation would bring 
farmers into direct and immediate contact with their mar- 
kets and add to the value of farms and their products.—Los 
Angeles Examiner. 


A Great East-End Artery— 


With approximately a million dollars being expended for 


widening operations, Foothill boulevard, between Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino, will be California's longest wide high- 
way and one of the outstanding boulevards of the west. The 
thirty-foot pavement will extend thru picturesque country 
in the shadow of the mountains and will,carry most of the 
motor traffic entering southern California from the east. Vir- 
tually all of the road widening is being financed by the state. 


From Claremont to Glendora a relignment and 'widening 


is under way at a cost of $300,000. A number of curves are 
being eliminated and, except for a stretch over the San Dimas 
wash, the road is open to traffic. From Monrovia to Lamanda 
Park, the boulevard will be widened to 30 feet, the state 
having set ac:de $200,000 for this work. Another $150,000 
project is under construction from Azusa to Monrovia. 


At a cost of $425,000 the boulevard is being widened from 


Cherry avenue, Fontana, to the eastern city limits of Clare- 
mont. 


This work has progressed to a point west of Etiwanda. 


A year ago the boulevard was widened from San Bernardino 
to Fontana. The state has also authorized the construction 
of a subway under the Pacific Electric tracks at Muscat, 
eliminating a dangerous crossing and permitting faster motor 
travel. This project will cost $75,000 and an extra $65,000 
will be expended in rebuilding a bridge over Lytle creek, west 
of San Bernardino. 


English Citrus Market— 


The following item taken from a South African paper just 


goes to show that this realization on the part of their growers 
is going to mean stiffer competition for California oranges in 
England: 


"South African citrus has had to meet the greatest com- 


petition from California. There was a preference in English 
markets for California citrus. That fruit was .superior to the 
average citrus exported from South Africa. 


"Whereas South Africa once had the monopoly, she is 


now only supplying one-third to the English markets. It' is 
essential to improve the quality of our fruit. And as quickly 
as possible. Otherwise H is possible dial the Oilier countries 
competing in the citrus markets will become so firmly estab- 
lished that South African fruit will be looked uporr as infer- 
ior.' 


The same article states that 1,000,000 boxes of citrus fruit 


are now exported from South Africa and that this is expected 
to be greatly increased when the 3,000,000 citrus trees now 
planted come into bearing. 


Keep'Tail Light Burning— 


"Keep the tail light burning" when the old:bus is parked 


on a dark street or is standing on an unlighted roadway, is 
the advice of the public safety department of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California. Absence of a rear.warning light 
on dark thoroughfares has been the cause of many serious 
collisions, it is pointed out.

Mrs. Middaugh, 


Pioneer Woman, 
Mourned in Death 


In the death of Mrs. Ellen A. 


Middaugh, which occurred Thursday, 
June 13th, the community has lost a 
pioneer whose life of devotion to 
home, church and friends has left 
an indelible stamp. 


Ellen A. Johnson was born in 


Pennsylvania, June 15, 1850. She 
was married to Benjamin Franklin 
Middaugh in Missouri, April 21, 
1877. 
Accompanying her. husband 


and four 'children to California in 
1884, they settled in Pomona when 
that city was but a village. Obtain- 
ing a ranch at Walnut, the family 
resided in Pomona during the school 
months, occupying the ranch in the 
summer vacation. The year follow- 
ing the death of her husband, which 
occurred in 1899, Mrs. Middaugh and 
her children became residents of Co- 
vina. 


Mrs. Middaugh's greatest interest 


outside of her family was centered 
in the Brethren church at Covina. 
She was one of the original charter 
members who met June 20, 1885, in 
the home of Martin Bashor and or- 
ganized the first 'church in 'outhern 
California.

the home, one died in childhood and 
six survive, as well as thirteen 
grandchildren, and two brothers and 
a sister in Beloit,'Wisconsin.

Sacramento, June 17.—Governor 


Young today signed Assemblyman 
Van Bernard's bill 
appropriating 


$390,000 for conducting the "most 
complete and constructive program 
for developing a state's water re- 
sources ever conceived," he declared 
by providing legislative, federal and 
departmental 'cooperation in prepara- 
tion of water resource development 
plans. 


The legislation provides. 
1. Continuation of a legislative

2. Creating a state water commis-

Agriculture to 


Be Real Factor 


Governor C. C. Young has signed 


a group of bills placing California 
fully in a position to co-operate 
with the federal farm board. 


One of the measures, senate bill. 


Number 397, creates a state board 
of agriculture which has been felt 
almost necessary as an agency to 
correlate the views of California ag- 
riculture in dealing with the farm 
board. This bill in effect restores 
the advisory functions of the old 
state board of agriculture, but sepa- 
rates from it the management of the 
state fair, transferred to the depart- 
ment of finance. 


A second measure in the group 


creates a ,bureau of • commerce to 
work in close relationship with the 
United States department of com- 
merce, and, thru the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, with the United 
States department of commerce. The 
purpose of the bureau is the loca- 
tion, investigation, and development 
of market opportunities for Califor- 
nia products. 


The third bill ppvides for a study 


of economic problems of agriculture, 
including 
production, 
marketing, 


price factors, farm credits, and taxa- 
tion. The study is to be made by the 
University of California.

The big- 
gest offensive ever laid down against 
any insect invasion is in progress 
in California, he said.
